Revelation of an organized system 
fixing and attempted corrup- 
tion was made by witnesses questioned 
by the Fulton county grand jury this 
week in returning indictments against 
five men for embracery in the trial of 
City Clerk Walter C. Taylor, the 


_grand jury reported Friday in special 
presentments returned 


before Judge 
Virlyn B. Moore of superior court. 

“If the hetter element of the citi- 
zens of this county remains inactive 
and insensible to the dangers deriving 
from such a situation and cannot be 
aroused to the point that they will 
rise up and make a determined effort 
to stamp out such debauching prac- 
tices then we had might as well aban- 
‘don the machinery of the courts, close 
'the doors to the courthouse and say, 
‘Justice has departed,’” the present- 
ments declared. “No government can 
survive without respect for law.” 

In its presentments, the grand jury 
called upon jurors in the Taylor case 
to report any approaches made di- 
rectly or indirectly, and urged that 
‘every citizen who knows of any such 
efforts, or any suspicious circum- 
stances, to report to the grand jury. 


Members of the grand jury pledged 
their best efforts to go into the mat- 
ter most thoroughly and to devote 


whatever time is necessary to make a 


“thorough investigation of this most 
grave situation. 

Bonds Posted. 

Bonds of $1.000 each were posted 
Friday at the sheriff's office by R. H. 
Shepherd and R. E. Howard, city l- 
cense inspectors, who were indicted 
Thursday night by the grand jury on 


'a charge of attempting to bribe S. E. 


Brand, a member of the Taylor jury. 
Bonds for other defendants in the at- 
tempted juror bribing cases are ex- 
pected to be posted immediately. Bond 
for Wyatt A. Adcock and F. L. Nor- 
‘ton has been set at $1,000 each, and 
for S. B. Todd at $500. 


In Friday's presentments, the 


grand jury pointed out that “It is the 


‘duty of every law abiding citizen and 
/every agency of government within 
this county. every policeman, every 
sheriff, bailiff and other officers, to 
give full co-operation to bring to light 
every approach and every effort which 
had been made to corrupt and influ- 


ence any jurors. 


“Such practices, if allowed, will de- 
stroy the integrity of our court and 
bring contempt upon the whole jud- 
cial system,” the grand jury said. “Tf 
respect for the court is destroyed, 
then the only bulwark that stands be- 
tween the upright, honest and law- 
abiding citizen has been destroyed.” 

The grand jury pointed to the com- 
promise verdict returned by the Tay- 
lor jury, agreed to by 11 jurors on 
the demand of one juror, in order to 
prevent a mistrial and to get the 
lone juror to consent to any verdict 
-at all. 

“This unusual position assumed hy 
this particular juror, that he would 
consent to a verdict of cuilty on one 
count only and on condition that he

have declared war upon the importa- 
tion of Russian anthracite, maintain- 
ing that it is the greatest danger their 
business now is facing. 

Russian anthracite is being import- 
ed and sold along the New England 
seaboard at prices materially below 
that charged for Vennsylvania anthra- 
cite. 
cd a year and a half ago in a small 
way, in February it amounted to over 
100,000 tons. ‘The anthracite opera- 
tors, according to Noah H. Swain, 
executive director of the Anthracite 
institute, have been informed that Rus- 
Sia intends to bring this export busi- 
ness up to 5,000,000 tons a year. 

“If that much Russian coal is placed 
upon the American market,” accord- 
ing to Swain, “it will wipe out all ot 
the profit that is left in the produc- 
tion of American anthracite and the 
business will be facing ruin.’ 

Alréady the anthracite 
have laid the situation before Secre- 
taries Mellon, Davis and Lamont at 
Washington and believe they have the 
support of all three in efforts to re- 
strict the imports in some 
Tariff legislation has been suggested 
but the fear of retaliation from other 
countries if a tariff is placed upon 
coal is causing hesitancy.

The anthracite 
operators charge that the sole pur- 
pose of the export of anthracite to 
this country is to build up a credit 
reserve in the United States, irrespec:- 
tive of the question of profit. 

An engineer who has worked in the 
Russian mines and who insisted his 
name be withheld, told a gathering of 
newspapermen and coal operators af 
Hazelton, Pa., that, as the Russians 
judge their profits, exportation of coal 
is profitable to them. 

They make no charge for capital 
investment and like items of overhead, 
he said, and pay a wage scale ranging 
from 61 cents to $2.04 per day against 
an American scale of from S89 to $11 
per day. On that basis they can pro- 
duce a ton of coal at the mine for 
$3.57 against a cost of around $8.25 
in this country. 

The Russian coal can be shipped 
from the fields in the Ukraine to Bos- 
ton for less than $4 per ton, so that 
it eosts from $7 to $7.50 a ton on the 
New England seaboard. 

It costs more to ship a ton of coal 
from Pennsylvania to Boston than 
from the Ukraine to Boston and the 
American product, laid down in the 
New England market, costs abou: 
$12.75 per ton, he said. 

“Competition with Russia on that 
basis can be nothing less than ruinous 
unless some means of combating it 
successfully can be found,” Swain 
said. 

New England apparently will be 
the battlefield for the Russo-American 
coal war. All of the Russian coal 
thus far imported has been sold there. 
Localities inland cannot offer profit- 
able fields for the sale of the imported 
anthracite as rail shipment is required 
to reach them and thus the same high 
railroad rates which American opera- 
tors have to pay, are encountered. 

Anthracite men say that the Rus- 
sian anthracite is of excellent quality 
and seems to be the only anthracite 
which can compete successfully with 
the Amevican product.
